Aitorney General Rules 


In Opinion No. 3635, the Attor- 
ney General made it clear that 
school bus drivers, when receiv- 
ing and discharging passengers 
outside of incorporated villages or 
cities, must bring the school bus 
to a stop on the roadway and not 
on the shoulder of the read. 

Because of questions raised a- 
bout accumulation of traffic be- 
hind the bus and in front of the 
bus, we must point’ out that the 
opinion in no way affects respon- | 
sibility to disperse accumulated! 
traffic. The law reads: 

“The driver of the school bus, 
before resuming motion, shall sig-} 
nal stopped traffic to proceed and 
shall, when resuming motion, pro- | 
ceed in such a manner as to allow 
congested traffic to disperse by } 
keeping the bus as near tu the 
right side of the road as can be 
done with safety.”
